- On 7 FEB a bipartisan group of five senators introduced the Saudi Arabia Accountability 
and Yemen Act, S.3652. The bill would mandate sanctions on anyone responsible for Jamal 
Khashoggi's killing and prohibit the sale of certain weapons to Saudi Arabia and the refueling 
of Saudi-led coalition aircraft in Yemen. The bill is pending consideration by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

- On 8 FEB, 15 new members of the armed services and appropriations committees attended 
a breakfast held in the Pentagon. Members were appreciative of the opportunity to engage 
with senior leaders, expressed a desire lu be helpful and have a productive relationship with 
the Department moving forward. 

- On 1 1 FEB , the House Rules Committee marks up HJ. Res. 37, which would direct the 
removal of U.S. troops from Yemen. The House Foreign Affairs Committee approved it in a
